CARMICHAELS. Pa. (AP>-A 


maintenance foreman, who admits 
he was not authorized, says he 
gave the approval for restoring 
electrical power in the U.S. Steel 
Corp.'s Robena No. 3 mine .-shortly 
before an explosion rocked the 
mine, killing 37 miners.

Egg producers having much 


trouble with soiled and cracked 
eggs should provide at least one 
nest for each five hens. 


If nests are distributed on the 


walls around the pens, there will 
be fewer eggs laid on the floor. 
Fldor eggs are frequently soiled. 


Time spent in renewing nesting 


material usually pays off by low- 
ering the number of soiled and 
cracked eggs. Replacing the wet 
litter around the drinking foun- 
ains with clean dry Utter helps 
keep the birds' feet clean and 
dry. This also helps in reducing 
he number of soiled eggs when 
>irds enter their nests to lay. 
Frequent egg gathering is a ne- 
cessity in maintaining the quality 
if newly laid eggs. Gathering 
ime should be geared to the rate | 
if production and season of the 
fear. 


Slightly soiled eggs can be 
leaned with a hand buffer or a 
damp cloth. Poultrymen with 
arge flocks may clean soiled 
eggs with an egg washer or dry 
leaning equipment. Follow manu- 
acturer's directions for best re- 
ults when mechanical equipment 
s used for this purpose.
